Advertising pays even in the church- 
es. In Knoxville, Tenn., the pastor of 
the First Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, at his wits' end to check a fall- 
ing off in the attendance at his Bible 
school, recently inserted a page adver- 
tisement in a Sunday morning paper in- 
viting young men to come to the meet- 
ings. The effect was instantaneous. 
As a result of one insertion of the “ad” 
the membership of the Bible class in- 
creased one-third, and scores who had 
never heard of it became sufficiently in- 
terested to write and inquire concern- 
ing its work. The church officials say 
that f 100 - the cost of the advertise- 
ment was never spent more advantage- 
ously for the cause of religion. 

The Iron Age shows that the big 
iron production for March beat all 
records. The production of the coke 
and anthracite furnaces was 2,165,682 
tons, which is nearly 100,000 tons in 
excess of the production in January. I 
In the short month of February the 
production dropped below the million 
tons. The weekly capacity of coke 
and anthracite furnaces in blast on 
the first of this month was 482.240 
tons, an increase of about 5,000 tons 
over the first of March, and 2,000 tons 
greater than the previous record, 
February 1. The present production 
is at the rate of well over 25,000,000 
tons per annum. 

Government ownership of public 
utilities shows up very badly in Great 
Rritain, where, for years, it has 
owned and operated the telegraphs.
